LONDON, Sept. 11. 

Private Letters from the Hague fay that Namur was 
invefted on the sth inftant, N. $. that Marfhal Saxe was

As Namur is now formally invefted by Count Cler- 
moat, and 150 Pieces of Cannon brought before it, a par- 
ticular Defcription of the Situation and Strength of that 
Place, with an Account of the feveral Viciffitudes it has 
undergone, we hope, will be acceptable to our Readers. 


AMOUR, Lat. Namurcum, is fituated onthe Con- 
flux ot the Sambre and Macefe, betwixt two Hills 
in ‘a flat Bottom. The greateft part of the City lies on 
the North of the Sambre, and they have a Stone-Bridge 
over each of the Rivers. Onthe other Side there is a 
very high Mountain, on which ftands the Caftle, which 
is a ftately Stroéture, and reckoned one of the ftrongeft 
in Europe, both by Art and Nature; the Rock on which 
it is built being fteep on all Sides and fortified to the 
greatelt Perfedtion, on the Top of which they have ave- 
ty deep Well and two good Springs, which fupplies them 
conftantly with Water. Near the Caftle there are ma- 
ny other Houfes. The larger part of the City is adorned 
witha Market-Place, a ftatcly Town-Houfe and many 
fine Stone-Buildings. This Town was made a Bithop- ’ 
rick, Suffragan of Cambray, in 1¢s9, and the Charch of 
St. Alban was made the'r Cathedral. The Town foffer- 
ed much by an Inundation of the Sam re in 171, which 
bore down all that cameinits Way. It {welled to fuch 
a Height, that it left a finall Ifland at the Conflux of the 
two Rivers. They have 9 or 10 handfome Churches, 
and feveral Monatteries. The Jefuits Church exceeds 
thatof Antwerp, both in Structure and Bulk, the Beauty 
of the Marble and the Curiolity of the Workmanthip. 
This Church is 140 Feet long, 120 high, and 100 broad. 
The Provincial Council meets in this City, but there lies 
.an Appeal trom them to the Court of Malines. 

The Citizens are well diftiplin’d, of a martial Tem- 
per, and have but few Merchants or Tradefinen among 
them. 

In 1692 the Strength of the Place being difcovered to 
the French by the treacherous Biron de Brefiz, who un- 
der Pretenve Of being taken, did actually defert the Spa- 
nith Service; “Lewis XIV. with 80000 Men fat down 
before it, Luxembourg covering the Siege with another 
great Army, The Towa was tak« after a few Days 
Refifta ice, a Paricy Jeing beaten by a Drummer, who 
never difcovere) who gave him Orjers. While the 
French continued to'beficge the Caftle, King William 





































































marched with 90060 Men to its Relief: But the French, 
being advantageoufly polted, declined a Bartle. His Ma- 
jefty did, notwithftanding, drive them from fome of their 
Polts, and taid Bridges over the River to pafs it; but a 
great Rain happening, {welled the River, carried 
«down the Bridyes, prevented his atracking them, and 
gave them the Opportunity to take the Caftle alfo, July 2d 
1692. The taking of Namur was efteemed one of the 
moit glorious Actions of Lewis XIV. It did not how- 
ever continue long in his Hands, being retaken by King 
William in 1695, after a moft defperate and bloody 
Siege, M. Bouffiers commanding in it, with a Garrifon 
of vo lefs than 16000 Men, and Villeroi without with 
an Ariny of 100000, not daring to attempt its Relief. 
The French feized it again with the reft of the Nether- 
lands, upon the Death of King Charles IL. of Spain, and 
held it till the Peace of Utrecht, when they were obliged 
to reftore it to the Houfe of Auitria, who have held it e- 
wer fince. It is efteemed the ftrongeft Fortrefs in Eu- 
rope, tho’ fome incline to give the Pre-eminence to Lifle 
and Tournay.
